Buit to Restrain the Secretary of State. 
From Placing It Befere the 
People Reversed.

JEFFERSON. CITY, Mo,, Feb. 5.~—The 
Supreme Court en banc to-day reversed the 
decision of the lower court in the case of 
J. R. Edwards vs. A. A. Lesueur, which 
is a suit to prevent the Secretary of State 
from placing the eapital removal resolu- 
tion adopted by the Legislature on the 
official ballot at the next election. 

The Supreme Court decision means that 
the question of removal of the State capi- 
tal will be presented to the people of Mis- 
sour! as a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment at the next election. 

Judge MacFarlane wrote the opinien. It 


Was concurred in by Judges Srace, Rob- 
inson and Sherwood. Judge Barclay con- ’‘ 
curred in two paragraphs. Judges Gantt 
and Burgess did not sit in the case because 
they own property here. 

The opinion is a lengthy one. In brief 
it holds that the amendment derives its 
force from the people and not from the 
Legislature. Every condition and every del- 
@gzation of power contained in the. amend- 
ment will come direct from the people as 
a pait of the organic law. The proposed 
amendment does not remove the capital, 
but simply provides the means and on that 
question the courts should not attempt to 
place limitations. 

In regard to the California cage, relied 

upon by the plaintiff, the opinion says that 
the constitution of Missouri is not like that 
of California and that the principle con- 
tained in the precedent cited is not involved 
in this case. 
» On the question of the vested rights of the 
property-owners, the court says: ‘The 
constitution of 1820 declared the exclusive 
right of the people to regulate the internal 
government of the State and to alter this 
constitution when deemed necessary to their 
safety. and happiness.’’ 

It holds that the judiciary ought not to 
interfere so long as the constitutional 
amendments to be submitted conform to the 
Tules prescribed by the constitutidn: 

The opinion closes as follows: “We have 
Not discussed the question whether the 
remedy by injunction is, in any event, avail- 
@ble for the purposes contemplated in this 
case, because defendant has expressly 
waived that question and requested a de- 
cision on the broader grounds, which we 
have accordingly considered. The judgment 
of the Circuit Court is reversed. race, C. 
J., and Sherwood, Robinson, J., concur. 
Barclay concurs in the judgmé@nt for the 
reasons stated in paragraphs one and four.”

cows. were chained ‘in a’ stall too small 


time.

EXCESSIVE OPTIMISM AND SUICIDE. 


The clever french lawyer who sugar- 
coated the crime of the Panama Canal 
plungers with the phrase excessive op- 
timism coined a term which ts capable of 
wider application than he gave it. It 
would probably be found applicable to 
most of the suicides that occur. 

’ Suicide is ordinarily ascribed to pes- 
simism, but an analysis will doubtless 
show that it is more generally due to 


.excessive optimism. Your: pessimist ex- 


pects nothing but evil and, therefore, is 
not disappointed when good does not 
come. In fact, he is pleased because it 
confirms his philosophy and he has the 
exquisite pleasure of saying to his - 
timistic friends, “I told you so.” ste ta 
s0 to say, Only happy when he is miser- 
able; when everything.is going wrong. 
Pessimism.is opposed to expectation and 
seeks happiness independently of Cone 
trived circumstances. 

On the contrary excessive optimism 
builds hopes of good fortune on flimsy 
foundations and cherishes illusions. Its 
victims constantly look for something 
good to turn up without reason therefor. 
They disregard the doctrine of chances 
and the laws that govern events and 
consequently suffer great disappoint- 
ments with their accompanying miser- 
ies. They are smade: sick by blasted or 
deferred hope. 

The case of young Goodyear and his 
wife is an instance. Mrs. Goodyear says 
they hoped to do well and be happy. in 
St. Louis. They had no solid reason 
for the hope. Without means the young 
man hed undertaken new responsibili- 
ties and had broken away from his em- 
ployment and his. friends to go among 
strangers. The inevitable result was dis- 
appointment and misery - which he was 
unable to bear. 

The oonclusion of all this ig not that 
all men should be pessimists, but that 
all should guard against the folly of 
excessive optimism. There is. healthy 
optimism which: cherishes fair expecta- 
tion based upon -well-directed effort. ,It 
is the reasonable hope in a well-ordered 
mind of reward for earnest and judi- 
cious work. we.

This simply means that the Santa Fe 
would force the Frisco to pay this amount 
tor fr om. Disagreement about minor 
details temporarily frustrated this plan and 
now things seem to be as unsettled as be- 
fore the New York meeting. 

No one doubts that the reorganization will 
be eventually effected. The ’Frisco has 
never been insolvent, but was forced into 
receivers’ hands by the Santa Fe. 

The bill passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives authorizing the construction of 
the St. Louts, Oklahoma and Southern 
Railway, assures what will practically be 
an extension of the ’Frisco tapping Okla- 
homa and the Pan Handle of Texas.

Gen- 
erally the places were entered by someone 
who had a key, and when the proprietors 
came down next morning the stores were 
found locked. 

Christmas a year ago Herbst Bros.’ saloon 
was broken into. The glass was knocked out

could be secured. He claimed to have cayght 
two men in the place. He arrested Wm. Boyd. 
Since then cigars have been constantly 
missed, but when the owners of the place re- 
mained there over night no thief came.

Picking up a box of cigars, he started to 
come from behind the bar and the detec- 
tives called “hands up.’”’ Newman reached 
for his revolver and both detectives fired. 
One ball broke a bottle and lodged in the 
wall and the other — a window. New- 
man called to them not.t@ shoot and he 
would surrender. He was arrested and dis- 
armed and the stolen goods taken from 
him. When his home,.3022 Cass avenue, was 
searched a box of “Connoisseur” cigars 
(15-cent grade) was found. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter the prisoner 
denied his guilt, He admitted having. been 
arrested in the saloon, but said he dM not 
steal anything. Herbst Bros. estimate 
their total loss at $3,000. The, police say, 
Newman has gold the cigars he stole. 

Newman was appointed a patrolman Sept. 
8, 1868. He was before the board seven 
times on various charges. Jan. 7, 1880, he 
was promoted to the rank of Sergeant and 
resigned Aug. 1, 1885, He has been a private 
watchman since 188 and has a wife and 
five children.
